Every store is ovemstocked, Tne
shelves of the retailers are crowded with arti-
cles for which but & limited demand conld exist
il any Ume, but for which there codld be no
demand whatever in these days of Bouthern
poverty, The tinders have been supphed with
moire antlques nnd silks, with costly jewelry

and Hguors, with cutlery and chinn of the
choleest puttern: —with all that might tempt n
gay and hospitable people in an e of mone-
tary sunshine, But, unluskily, the articles
remain upon the sliclves, ingold, The would-be
buyers have no money. And thongh the stlore-
keepers have oblained their stocks en credit,
they have no inclination to sell upon the same
terms,

The pitt of prophecy is not required to tell the
cortain consequence of the nnwige extension of
the credit system which this slate of affairs
roveals, Muny of the Seuthern traders, no
doubt, justitied some degree ol svcommodution
by the honorable eharnoter of their setilements
at the close of the war, But a grave error has
been committed in allowing a system of almost
unlimited credit to grow up whilé the indusury
antd resources ol the Seath remained ia their cha-
otic concition. And not only eredit has been
cranted, but, in numberless instances, eredit for
engthened periods, as the mercantile paper
now outstanding sufficienuy proves, Compe-
tition may have led to the adoption of the £V8-
tem, from the penalties of which 1t is not cusy
tu divine an escaps,

Let usnot be deceilved then by the eate which
obtains in the money marketf, or the confldence
which seemingly animates a large snd influen-
tial class of the community. The business
baronieter may not indicate panie; for that can-
not come in its fercest forms s> long a¢ the
circulating medium continues {inconvertible,
But there is ample ground for inculeating the
necessity of greater caution than has for some
time past characterized the mercantile world,
The animution of the stock market does not
extend o ordinary business; aud nothing ean he
gained by concealing o fact, for the probable
effeots of ' which weo shonld ateadily prepare.

Vera Cruz. It was lor the general interest ol
the world, President Pieroe thought, that the |
lufluence of the Unpited States should be felt
in nid of order and stubllity in the countries
lying between our southern frontier and the
Isthmus,

war Jolvon respecting the resull ol our civil

uptiring in France! ith what lively zeal, at o
later day, it encouraged the Spanish-American
republics when they imitated our revolutionary
example! How 1t kindled &t the Greek revo-
lution!  With what a sympathetic glow it
watcted the fortunes of Kossuth in the Hunga-
rign ctroggle!  Wherever toe bauner of republi-
caniem bas been raised throughout the world,
the applnudlng ﬁgod wishes of tne Demooraiic
narty of the United States bave warmly greeted
it, The samo generous tecling hus been mani-
fest ue!comﬁ:gthe oppressed of all lands to
our shores, and 1n keeping open an asylum tor
petriots and political rerugees, We feel that
democracy is o great brotherbood; that this
great nation, as the leader and exemplar of
modern democracy, owes duties of encourage-
ment, protection, and s_‘mpalhz to alt of like
faith, whithersoever ecallered abroad,

But may we nctively intervene for its propa-
gation and protection outside onr own bounda-
res?  For its propagation certsinly not; for its
la‘rutcmlon, under gome clroumsiances, we may.

'ben the Holy Allance undertook to Interfere
aguinst republichmsm in South Americs, wo
announced the Monroe doctrine. We met the
manifesio of the Holy Allance by a couater
declaration. We withstood its diplomacy by
countervailing diplomacy. Had the Holy Alli-
ance resorled to foree, \he Monroe declaration
would have been made contemptible, if we had
not supported it by force, When France in-
veded Mexico, Mr, Bewnrd was recreant and
pusillanimous, thal he did not rebuke and
withsland her, Had she persisted in upholding
Maximiliun, it would bave been tbe duty of our
Government to drive hisa out, Thas far, we
suppose the American pevple are substantially
unanimous,

Bu if by woral or physical coerclon (using
either according 1o “circumstances) we may
intervene to repel movnarchy, what shall forbid
ue to intervene to it up and protect prostreate
republicanism, in & couniry which hes upon
ovr borders, which fnvites the enterprise of our
capiinliets, whose proximity will give us the
greatest sbure ot its commerce, and whose fecble
Government, not yet reiustated, supplicatos onr
wrsistance?! To inlervene agalust her wish, ns
Napoleon did, would violute internationul
nondity; but the cireumslanees, in our case,
preciude this objection, Whether we ougnt
ever to mtervene to our disadvantage and cos!,
is equally foreign to the actual caze. We bave
nn interest In republicanism, nn interest in
clyilization on this continent, an Interest in the
commerce and industrial development of
Mexico, Cost or risk there need be none.
Mexico can auiply secure us, either by a cession
ol territory or by o len upon her imposts. [t
would be 1he opprobrivm ol the Monroe doc-
trine and (he shame of republicanism, if thoy
rescued Mexico from imperialism only to remani
her to anarchy. Shall it be said that the crusado
ngainst Kuropean intervention on this eontinent
to which the Monroe doctring binds us, 1= g
crusnde against order and civilization? If re-
publicanism 1s the ally ol proeress, 4 coun'ry
which wight huve advanced under Fiench pro-
tection ought aot lo retrograde by what we ask
the world to regard as a reliel, :

That the Mexicans would gladly necep: an
Amencan protectorate, there 14 every reason to
believe. The memorable offer they made to the
Iate General Beott iilustrates the reasonable
temper ot the Mexlenn people. General Scott
first became known to them a5 an fnvader,  All
the rinstioets of patrioilsm were aroussd against
bum and the nation whose forces he oommanded
during his  hard-fought, victorious advance
irom Vera Cruz, aud bis triumphant entry into
their capltal. But the equity of his government
dlter Lhe conquest, the unpreceidented security
enjoyed by the people, the order and reviving
prosperity they enjoyved, gave such promise ol
renovation, that leading cltizens of Mexico
ollered him the dictatorship of the republie,
which be declined to accept manly S.Jl:i'ullur he
wag expected to pave the way for its ultimate
apnexation (o the United States, A shart ex-
perience of an Amerlean protectornte would
praduce srntiments eqoally cordinl, We do not
wish 1o absort Mexleo: cer ainly not at presen';
never against ber own  Inellnatlon; most
decldedly mot  until she lhas grown up
to that robust cupuclty of relf government
which would prevent her abusivg the local
frerdom which 18 the hertage of our States,
A wprotectorate would cause a grvat influx of
American citizens, who would give an tmpetos
to Industry and vommerce, develop the resources
of the couniry, taapire the notlon with the sen-
timent of progress, educate it in liberal idess,
and diffuse through st those eound views of the
nature of free Institutions in which it hos
always heen bebind us by the luck ot our long
anlecedcnt tralning. We were oradied in
liberty in our colonial” state; Mexioo was not,
When an American protegtorate and Americun
fmmigration have given the Mexloans n now
torn ol character and a new cust of idens, thoy
will be nhle to decide wisely for ihomsslves
whethor their intivests would be promoted
by a cloge gonnection; and we could then enver
